TOLLE'S TUMBLE. 

A Singular But Fatal Accident — Joe 
Tolle, of Chester, Meet* Death Be- 
neath the Wheels of the Stre. t far. 

A singular accident, which resulted in 
the almost instant death oi Joseph Tollo, 
of Chester, occurred yesterday afternoon 
between 3 and 4 o'clock, on Second street, 
a short distance east of the bridge across 
Limestone Creek. 

At the time named, car No. 5, in charge 
of the driver, Charley Vaughn, was going 
east at the point referred to. There were 
several passengers on the car, anionic 
whom was Joseph Tolle, whose home 
was in Chester, near the termination of 
the street railway. Tolle had boarded 
the car on Third street, at Eitel's saloon, 
as testified to by Vaughn. He had come 
to town with Vaughn on the down trip, 
half an hour or so previous, and had 
spent the time about the streets while 
the car was making the trip to the West 
End and back. He was slightly under the 
influence of liquor on his way down, and 
when he got on the car on Third street, 
as mentioned before, to go home, Vaughn 
saw that he was drunk. Tolle got on the 
front platform with the driver and a 
party named Evans. Vaughn requested 
him to get inside and take a seat. This 
he refused to do, and persisted in remain- 
ing just where he was. He was in an 
ugly humor with some one, and was 
cursing and doing a good deal of talking. 
When the car bad crossed the bridge the 
mules started off at the usual gait. 
Vaughn looked back to see whether some 
passengers had paid their fare, and when 
he turned around, Tolle had reeled, and 
was in the act of falling in front of the 
car. He had seized the frontrailing with 
one of his hands in his effort to keep from 
falling, but in his intoxicated condition 
he reeled and swung around, falling in 
front of the wheels on the side of the car 
next to the pavement. Vaughn pulled 
the lines and put the brakes down on the 
instant, but he was too late. The wheel 
struck Tolle's head with terrible force, 
fracturing the skull, and stopping the car
